man to the place.

Eyan urged, had not had a place on the 
bench for many years, and its many in-

St. Paul, Nov. 12.—Tears for the de- 


parted leader marked the opening on 
Friday of the 
twenty-fifth national 


convention of the Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union, the first without 
Miss Frances Willard. Soon after 10 
o'clock the crowd of 500 delegates from 
every state was called to order in the 
People's Church by Mrs. Lillian M. N. 
Stevens, now acting president, 
and 


probably soon to be made permanent 
head of the organization. 
Miss B. W. 


•Greenwood of New York, national 
evangelist, led the prayer and conse- 
crated meeting. 


Following the roll call, the singing 


of a hymn and short prayers, a memo- 
rial service was held for the members 
•who have died since the convention of 
1897 at Buffalo. Bedecked with white 
chrysanthemums and the white ban- 
ner of the union, the president's chair, 
.a twelve-month ago occupied by Miss 
Willard, stood at the center of the 
stage. 


The general opinion regarding what 


will be done with the temple in Chi- 
cago remains the same now that the 
convention has met as it has been since 
.July 18, when the executive committee 
issued its statement. The probability 
is there will not even be a very long 
discussion neTt Monday afternoon, ex- 
cept on Mrs. Carse's side of the sub- 
ject. The majority of state unions has 
decided what to do and about all that 
is left Is for the final official vote to be 
taken. 


The first regular business of the con- 


vention was taken up this afternoon, 
•when two important reports of officers 
lor the last year were read. The first 
report was that of Katharine Lente 
•Stevenson, the national corresponding 
secretary, who, in a long address, dwelt 
•upon the progress in the last twenty- 
five years by the W. C. T. U. and on 
the prospect that is before it. 


The large gains in many states, 


amounting to the greatest annual in- 
crease recorded by the union in seven 
years, were also reported. Among the 
state reports was one from 
Alaska, 


sent by Mrs. E. Otis Smith of Sitka. 


Mrs. 
Helen M. Barker, the national 


treasurer, made the other report. She 
announced that the union's receipts in 
"the last twelvemonth 
amounted 
to 


$24,297.55, while the expenditures were 
$23,207.87. leaving a balance of $1,089.68 
in the treasury. 


If the union decides against the Tem- 


ple project there will be a plea for 
money made to- the 
whole United 


"States. The trustees will place Temple 
agitators everywhere. The landing of 
the convention for next year points to 
Seattle, Wash., while Boston, Wash- 
ington, Portland and Detroit are hold- 
ing out their hand's, too.

Yet at the same time 
the Milwaukee correspondent of The 
luter-Ocean was rendering the republi- 
cans of the Badger state valiant service, 
while The Sentinel was secretly stab- 
bing the republican ticket in the back. 


Because they were uot allowed to die-

final effort to secure 
at 
least 
the 


friendly interposition of. the European 
powers in her trouble; with the United 
States, and her appeal'has not been al- 
together in vain. France has replied 
that she has already given her good 
offices as the medium through which 
the 
preliminary 
peace 
negotiations 


were carried on, but inasmuch as she 
is now furnishing hospitality to the 
joint commission it would be unbecom- 
ing for her to exercise her slight in- 
fluence on one side or the other. 


The reply of Russia is not known. 


The current version in the diplomatic 
world is that it 
was 
friendly 
but 


empty. 


It is in Berlin that Spain has gained 


some encouragement. 
The promised 


visit of Emperor William was the first 
result of the official invitation from 
Madrid, sent by the queen regent, and 
although no reply had been received at 
the last advices, the invitation would 
hardly have been given if there .had 
not been reason to hope that It would 
be accepted. 


The Spanish commission will now 


seek pretexts to delay the negotiations 
until the opportunity offers to consult 
Emperor William at Caoiz or Madrid 
on Nov. 19 or 20. 


Emphatic assurances have been re- 


ceived from the highest Spanish au- 
thority that Spain will never concede 
the American demands for the Philip- 
pines. 
But, for the reason just indi- 


cated, Spain will probably try to avoid 
a rupture at the next session of the 
conference.
